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Quick Start Guide 



The Genica Portable MP3/CD Audio Player supports Audio and MP3 
discs recorded on CD and CD-R media. MP3 discs should be 
recorded in ISO-9660 orjoliet format, using Mode-1 (CDROM). Do 
not record MP3 discs using Mode-2 (CDROM/XA) as it is not 
supported and as a result, the player may not find all of the MP3 
files on the disc. 

1. I nsert two AA batteries in player. 

2. I nsert Audio or MP3 CD in player. 

3. I nsert headphones in the headphone jack on the right side of the 
player. 

4. Set the REC/PLAY switch on the right side of the player to PLAY 
mode. 

5. Set the NORMAL/ HOLD switch on the front left corner to NORMAL 
mode. 

6. Press PLAY/PAUSE to start playing disc. The unit will scan the disc 
and then display the number of tracks, and total play time. After 
one to two seconds, the display will go to the Track and Time 
indicator for playback and the player will start playing the first song 
on the disc. If the player cannot read the disc, it will display "no 

dl SC" for several seconds, and then shut off. 

7. To advance through the tracks, press the "NEXT" button to advance 
to the next track. Press the "NEXT" button twice and hold to rapid- 
advance through the tracks. 

8. To play the previous track, press the "PREVI EW" once to go to the 
beginning of the current track, then press it again to go to the 
previous track. Press "PREVI EW" button twice and hold to rapid- 
reverse through the tracks. 

9. Press PLAY/PAUSE to pause playback. Press again to resume 
playback.

Batteries 

Use two (2) 1.5V "AA" size Alkaline batteries. 

Always remove Alkaline batteries prior to using the AC adapter. 

Rechargable Batteries 

Use two (2) 1.2V "AA" size rechargable Nickel Cadmium (NiCd) 
batteries. When the LCD display indicates insufficient power, use the 
external AC power adapter to recharge the batteries. You may recharge 
the batteries while they remain in the unit and while you use the unit. 
During the charging period, the LCD will start flashing indicating that the 
batteries are recharging. 

Nickel Metal- Hydride Batteries 

NiMH rechargables may be used, but must be recharged by a 
standalone NiMH compatible charger. 

I nternal Battery Charger 

To activate the internal battery charger without playing a disc, move the 
NORMAL/ HOLD switch to HOLD and then press PLAY/ PAUSE. 

To toggle the charger ON and OFF while playing discs, press and hold 
the REPEAT/ ENTER button and then press the PLAY/ PAUSE button. 

External AC Power Supply Adapter 

Always remove Alkaline batteries prior to use! 

Connect the external AC adapter to the socket on the left side of the 
player. Remove the plug when the unit is not in use. Never use the AC 
adapter in or near water. 
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Directory Navigation 



1. Place a CD in the player and push PLAY/PAUSE 

2. Hold down PLAY/MODE until the display indicates "Dir". This 
can be accomplished by pressing the PLAY/ MODE button four 
times. When the indicator gets to the "Random" selection, 
the player will automatically start a different randomly 
selected song. 

3. Press and release the "REC/DI R/FI LE" button until the display 
shows "dlY" (dir), then press PREVIEW twice and hold until 
it says "01 UP" (instead of "01", you may see a different 
number). The player is at the top (ROOT) level of the 
directory tree. 

4. Two numbers will flash indicating directory. 

5. Wait a second or two, then press NEXT to move down to 
another directory. 

6. To move to a lower level in the directory tree, ensure the 
player is in dir mode, by pressing the REC/DI R/FI LE button 
until it displays DlY, and then press and hold the NEXT 
button until the unit displays a number followed by "doun" 
(down). 

Note: I f you wait too long or want to choose another 

directory, you may need to press "REC/ Dl R/ Fl LE" 
button again to put the display in dir ("dl Y") mode.

• I nsert a microphone into the Ml C jack on the right side of the player 

• Move the REC/PLAY switch on the right side of player to REC 

• Press the REC/DI R/FI LE button and start recording 

• Press the STOP button to stop recording 

• Press PLAY/PAUSE to play back recording

1. Playing CD-Audio discs 

The Genica Portable MP3/CD Player supports Compact Disc Digital 
Audio recorded on CD and CD-R discs. 

Play Modes Supported: 

• All Play: Plays all tracks on the disc once and then stops. 

• I ntro Play: Plays the first 10 seconds of each track on the disc. 

• Single Play: Plays the track specified. 

• Random Play: Plays all tracks on the disc in random order. 

• Program Play: Plays all programmed tracks in the order programmed 

by the user. 

2. Playing MP3 files 

The Genica Portable MP3/CD Player supports .MP3 audio format files 
recorded according to the following specifications: 

• CD and CD-R media are supported. CDRW is not supported. 

• Discs must be recorded using I SO-9660 or J oliet file system 

• Discs must not exceed 650MB (74 minutes) 

• MP3 files must be created at a sampling rate of 44.1kHz and 
bitrates between 32kbps and 192kbps 

• Playlist files are not supported 

• Only MP3 files will be recognized on discs containing multiple 
data types 

• No MP3 files following a non-MP3 file will be recognized. 

• The player contains a 50-second anti-shock buffer to prevent 
skipping during playback of MP3 files 

• On CD-Extra discs (first session is audio and second session is 
data), the player will only play the audio tracks. The player will 
not recognize MP3 files on this type of disc. 

Play Modes supported: 

• All Play: Plays all tracks on the disc once and then stops 

• I ntro Play: Plays the first 10 seconds of each track on the disc 

• Single Play: Plays the track specified 

• Random Play: Plays all tracks on the disc in random order

3. Programming Playback 

To program track playback: 

1. Press Play/Pause and allow the player to recognize the disc and 
sort the files. 

2. Press Play/Mode button six times to select "Program Mode" 

3. The LCD will display two numbers separated by a hyphen: 00- 
001 The number on the left is the program selection number, 
and the number on the right is the track selection number. 

4. Sequential Playback: To play MP3 tracks in the order recorded, 
they must be within a directory. Because the player requires 
that discs be recorded using the I SO-9660 or J oliet file format, 
there is a limit of 256 files per directory, including the main or 
"root directory". This means that unless you create more than 
one directory on the disc, the maximum number of tracks you 
can place on one disc is 256 (still a LOT of songs.) To play 
songs in the order they are recorded, create one or more 
directories on the disc, and place the songs within that 
directory. 

1. Press "Play" to have the player recognize the disc and sort 
the files. 

2. Press and hold "Play/Mode" until the LCD reads "Dir" 

Songs will now play in the order they were recorded to 
that directory. 

5. Advance the track selection forward by pressing the "Next" 
button until the desired selection appears. Pressing "Preview" 
will move the selection number backwards. 

6. When you have reached the desired track for program entry 
#1, press "Repeat/ Enter" to enter your first selection and 
select the next program track (02-xxx). 

7. Once you have programmed your selections, press 
"Play/Pause" to hear your programmed tracks in order. 

8. If you would like your program to repeat, press 
"Repeat/ Enter".

Making MP3 CDs 

DO NOT use Adaptec™ DirectCD or similar UDF formatted 
product to create your discs. 1 1 is not I SO-9660 compliant! 

Discs can be burned in I SO-9660 (8.3 filenames) or J oliet 
(Windows long filenames). 

It is best to have all the files you plan to burn physically on your hard 
drive prior to burning a disc. Burning from other CD-ROMS is possible if 
your hardware is fast enough, but it can cause buffer under- runs which 
will result in a CD-R creation failure. 

It is recommended that any directory structure you wish to have on your 
CD is created on your hard drive beforehand, with folders and sub-folders. 
These folders can then be dragged into your new Data-CD layout at once. 

Be sure you check "Preserve Original File Order" or ensure that it 
doesn't Re-Order files for optimum burn speed or storage. Files 
will be played in the order written to the disc, not alphabetically. 

Note: The following directions are for Adaptec 7 " software. Other CD 
writer software will work as well. The method will be similar. 

Warning: If using NTI CD Maker, directories may appear to have only one file each.

Making MP3 CDs (cont.) 

Using Adaptec Easy CD- Creator for Windows: 

Special notes for version 3.5 

When using Easy CD-Creator 3.5 to create discs for this player, 
you should always divide the MP3s up evenly in about 3 folders. 
There should be no more than 70-80 MP3 files in each folder, to 
ensure the player detects them all. 

If you are using version 4.0 or higher, the file limitations 
above do not apply. 

• Open a new Data-CD layout 

• Change the Label name in the left column if you wish 

• Drag the MP3 files (or the folders mentioned on the previous page) 
to your Data-CD layout 

• DO NOT exceed 650mb of data. The player is not capable of 
reading 80 minute/700mb discs containing more than 650mb of 
data. The audio will stop after about the first 650mb of songs have 
played 

• I nsert a blank CD-R disc in the CD- Writer unit and close the tray. 

• Click on FILE/ PROPERTIES in CD-Creator and select the setting 
"MODE-1 (CDROM)" DO NOT use Mode-2 (CDROM/XA) as it is not 
supported by the player and may result in fewer songs being 
detected. 

• Ensure that "CLOSE SESSI ON" is also selected. 

• Click the RED icon at the top of the screen (START RECORDI NG). 

For 2x writing, a disc with 650 megabytes will take 
approximately 36-40 minutes to complete. 

Using Adaptec Toast for Mac: 

• Click on the DATA button 

• Click the Settings tab 

• FORMAT should be CD-ROM (NOT CD-ROM XA) 

• Naming should be I SO-9660 Level 1 

• Check Append Version Numbers (; 1) 

• UNCHECK Use Apple Extensions 

• Click the Files tab 

• Drag the MP3 files onto the Toast window. If you would rather 
have your files in folders, drag the folders onto the Toast window 
instead. 

• Click DONE and burn the CD
